They prepare children for life.

“First we teach our children love of God. Then we 
teach them self-worth,” said one of several 


- principals of Catholic schools throughout the San 


Diego diocese about the advantages of a Catholic 
education. 


Add personal attention, discipline and parent 
involvement and “their work begins to improve,” said 
the principal, Audrey Tellers, of St. Francis School | in 
Vista. 

_ST. FRANCIS was one of several schools surveyed 
by the Southern Cross in observation of Catholic 
Schools Week, Feb. 3-9. “The Catholic School: One of 
the Family” is the theme of this year's celebration. 

The schools contacted by SC were suggested by 
the diocesan Schools’ Office as being representative 
of Catholic schools throughout the diocese. 


The North County school has about 400 children 


from kindergarten through ninth grades, and thereis 


‘a Waiting list for every grade. 
NON-CATHOLIC students average out to about 35 
-each year, some of wna become baptized, added 
Tellers. 
Through individual testing of children to 
determine placement, Tellers estimated that about 


50 percent of the students coming from Jee 


schools are deficient in basic skills.

“Eighty-five percent of our parece are active in 
school projects. We (faculty) are responsible for the 
curriculum, but it's the parents who carry out the 
extra-curricular activities such as sports, band and 
Girl Scouts,” said Tellers. 


She also noted that the pastors are active at the 
school teaching religious education classes and 
being visible during recesses. 


OVER TWO YEARS a multi-cultural program has 
been developed to acquaint students with the 
different cultures, dress and foods of various ethnic 
backgrounds. A spring program is being planned to 
provide the opportunity for parents to see what their 


children have learned about other cultures. 


In the Imperial Valley, St. Mary School in El Centro 
currently has 212 children in grades kindergarten 
through eighth. 


The only Catholic school in the community which 
has about 24,500 residents is headed by Sister 
Maria Paz. There is a waiting list of children whose 
parents would like to see them enrolled. 


“EDUCATION tS not complete unless the 
intellectual, mental and physical as well as spiritual 
aspects are considered as a whole,” said Sister 
Maria. “We are here to prepare the children for life.” 


Classroom sizes are limited to provide for more 
personal attention, she said. “Our teachers are really 
concerned about their students and give them that 
little extra help. 


“Parents are also very supportive.” Parents assist 
teachers as classroom aides on an informal basis, 
especially in the lower grades, said Sister Maria. 


READING LAB, a_ federally-funded (Title 1!) 
government program which the school recently 
implemented “has been working very well,” she said. 
“We have really emphasized proper English and 
reading skills,” said Sister Maria.

Children admitted to St. Mary are also given 
placement tests before being enrolled in classes, 
said the principal. 

“A good 25 percent of the children being admitted 
are deficient in some area. We prefer to take younger 
children when we can work with them at an early age 


on the basic skills.”

RALLY FOR UNBORN— About 4,000 people people 
from all parts of California participated in religious 
services, a march and rally and lobbying activities at the 
state capitol, in connection with the anniversary (Jan. 22) 
of the Supreme Court's pro-abortion decision. The 
California Pro-Life Council, sponsor of the event, gave its 
“Statesman of the Year” award to State Assemblyman ~ 
Alister McAlister. 


BISHOPS ADDRESS YOUTH — Social justice, honesty 
and human sexuality were the overriding concerns 
addressed by the Catholic bishops of Ontario in their 
“Letter to Our Youth.” The bishops criticized the trend to 
“look after number one,” saying it encourages injustice. 


ABUSE OF POWER—The Basque Catholic bishops 
blamed the wave of violence that has taken hundreds of 
lives in the recent past on abuse of power by government 
authorities and on underground groups who act against 
the will of the people in the Spanish province. 

REAGAN ENDORSED—The National Right to Life 
Committee formed a Political Action Committee and 


announced . that it is endorsing Ronald Reagan for 
president. Another pro-life group, the Life Amendment 


Political Action Committee, also has endorsed Reagan, a 
Republican and former governor of California. 

JESUIT NOT ASSIGNED—The assignment of Jesuit 
Father William R. Callahan, a supporter of ordination for 
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women, to the Jesuit School of Theology in Chicago was 
withdrawn because Cardinal John Cody of Chicago felt 
the work of the controversial priest could create pastoral 
problems. Father Callahan is founder of Priests for 
Equality, an organization that supports the ordination of 


“women as priests. 


HITS ABORTION RULING—A federal judge’s ruling 
that Congress cannot limit federal funding of abortions 
which are “medically necessary” has been called “a 
culture shock and a mistake” by the head of the U.S. 
bishops’ pro-life office, Father Edward M. Bryce. He said 


the “elevating of abortion to the status of a preferred- 


constitutional right is a frightening and mischievous 
notion.” 


$9 MILLION FOR CAMBODIANS — Contributions tothe 
Catholic Relief Services Cambodia Emergency Fund now 
exceed $9 million, it was announced in New York by CRS 
executive director Bishop Edwin B. Broderick. Of that 
total, $6.5 million was donated in Catholic churches 
throughout the United States in-response to an urgent 
request by Archbishop John R. Quinn, president of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


‘IN DEFENSE OF LIFE’ —A joint statement “in defense 
of life against the evil of abortion” was issued by the 
Catholic bishops of Scotland, England and Wales. The 
4,500-word document, asks the general public to help 
restore “basic human rights” to the unborn. 


SOCIALISM WITH FREEDOM—Archbishop Miguel 


Obando Bravo of Managua said that socialism with 
freedom is the way to eliminate the gap between the 
haves’ and: the have-nots and avoid class hatred in 
Nicaragua. The archbishop also noted that there are 
Christians and Marxists in the pluralistic leadership of 
the government. 


CHRISTIANS ‘ATONE’— Ecumenical services and 
fasts.in solidarity with the persecuted church in Central 
America took place in two dozen U.S. cities during 
January in what the organizers sawas atonement for U.S. 
support of repressive governments. The. International 
Day of Fasting and Prayer for Justice and Peace in Central 
America was sponsored by the International Fellowship 
of Reconciliation in response to the Central American 
Bishops’ Secretariat. 


PASTORS AS LEADERS — The ability of most parishes 
to develop a vital community with a clear sense of 
mission depends on the leadership of the pastor, 
according to an interim report by the Catholic bishops’ 
Ad Hoc Committee on the’Partsh. The report said that the 
pastor remains the central leader in most parishes, but 
successful pastors have developed a clear structure for 
sharing responsibility with others. 


NATIONALIZATION OPPOSED — Catholic bishops and 
private, school organizations in Bolivia have objected to 
proposals to natiénalize schools or to make them a 
government monopoly. The Catholic Church maintains 
932 elementary and secondary schools in Bolivia, 
approximately one-fourth of the total school enrollment. 


SEXTUPLETS DOING WELL — Sextuplets born Jan. 11 
to a 23-year-old Italian woman continue-to gain weight 
and are reported in excellent physical condition at the 
Meyer Clinic in Florence. Fabrizio, Francesco, Linda, 
Letizia, Giorgio and Roberto Giannini weighed two-and-a- 
half pounds apiece by Jan. 24. Rosanna Giannini, their 
mother, had been taking fertility drugs since 1974. 


GRAIN EMBARGO—The president of the National 
Catholic Rural Life Conference has given a mild 
endorsement to President Carter’s grain embargo, saying 
the embargo was a lesser evil than a military response to 
the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. Bishop Lawrence J. 
McNamara of Grand Island, Neb., wrote Carter to urge 
establishment of a presidential task force to explore the 
moral perspectives of the use of grain. © 


ANTI-VIOLENCE PLEA— Archbishop Oscar Romero of 
San Salvador has appealed to armed rightist and leftist 
groups to “cease violence and terrorism.” His appeal 
came as El Salvador was moving rapidly toward political 
polarization and amid fears that the nation is headed for 
civil war. 


HIGHWAY CANCELLED—Pope John Paul II “has 
persuaded” the Polish government to call off 
construction of a four-lane highway only 500 yards from 
the national shrine of Our Lady of Czestochowa, a Vatican 
spokesman said. The Rome daily newspaper, II Tempo, 
called the Polish government's action “the first time that 
a communist government had acceded to the desire of a 
pope, changing as a consequence established 
programs.” 


‘TOWER OF: BABEL’— Without spiritual and moral 
values, efforts to build the international community “will 
took like the Tower of Babel,” the pope said in a meeting 
with Grand Duke Jean and Grand Duchess Josephine 
Charlotte of Luxembourg. The royal couple’s five children 
and 12 members of the royal entourage accompanied 
them to the private papal audience. The pope lauded the 
tiny country’s contributions to European and world 
affairs. 


CHAPLAINS PRAISED — The pope praised the work of 
military chaplains, emphasizing their role in the 
formation. of youth “at such a delicate moment.” 
Receiving some 300 Italian military chaplains in the 
Vatican’s Clementine Hall, he paid tribute to retired

chaplains, “who spent their priestly life in this important 
sector,” and to those who died with soldiers on the 
battlefield or in prison camps. 


“| would like you to carry my greetings to all the youth of 
Italy, whom you become close to, follow and love during 
military service,” he said. 


FOUNDATION OF MARRIAGE— The human ability to 
give of oneself forms the foundation of marriage, Pope 
John Paul stressed at a general audience. He said the 
series of audience talks on marriage and family life, 
which began Sept. 5, are designed to help people “to 
understand better the meaning of Christian marriage, 
and thus to help prepare for the next (world) Synod of 
Bishops, which will be dedicated to the theme of the 
family.” 

DUTCH BISHOPS — Participants in the Dutch bishops’ 
synod submitted their preliminary votes Jan. 28 on 37 
proposals which will form the basis of the synod’s 
concluding document. The proposals dealt with 
developing greater unity within the Dutch Catholic 
community and considered pastoral workers — priests, 
religious and lay persons—in the Netherlands. The 
synod was to end today. 


‘Time most precious gift

VISTA—“The most prec- 
ious thing we. can give 
anyone is ourtime,” was the 
advice of a clinical psycho- 
logist in a workshop for 
parents sponsored by St. 
Margaret Church of Ocean- 
side last week. 


“We spend time with 
people we liké and no time 
with people we don't like 
and the message comes 
through to our children,” 
said Dr. Michael Cava- 
naugh, a University of San 
Francisco psychology pro- 
fessor who also has a 
private practice in the Bay 
area. 

ABOUT 280 persons 
attended the one-and-a- 
half-hour session held in 
Vista, “Pitfalls in Parent- 
ing;’ which focused on 
problems in relationships 
between mothers and 
fathers’ and parents and 
children. 


“One of the pitfalls of 
parenting is that we reward 
our children for doing 
something that pleases us 
or performing well but not 
for just being,’’ said 
Cavanaugh. 


An inner sense of love 
must be built up in a child 
so he (or she) doesn't lose 
who he is when he gets C’s 
instead of A’s, he added. 


“QUALITY TIME is the 


answer. Gratuitous, private, ‘ 


uninterrupted time with 
just him.” ¢ 
Many problems between 
parents and their children 
could be solved simply by 
spending time with them 


and. individually talking 
with them, he said. © 


“But don’t use this time to 
ask him why he doesn’t 
want to go to church or why 
he’s having problems in 
school. He'll never want to 
spend time with you again,” 
he said. 

HE NOTED that a group 
outing such as bowling ora 
movie is a different kind of 
time, “quantity time and 
children are not a matching 
set. They are very sensitive 
individuals.” ;

He urged parents to use 
quality time to get to know 
their children. 


“When was the last time 
you told your child how 
great it is to be his parent? 

“If you aSked your child to 
have dinner with you would 
he view you suspiciously 
and wonder if you were 
attempting to talk him into 


taking algebra this sum-. 


mer?” asked Cavanaugh. 


HE ALSO urged parents 
not to expect appreciation 


we can give to others’ 


from their children for the 
things they do for them. 
“We can help them to 
know about the phenomen- 
on of appreciation but it’s 
unrealistic to expect appre- 
ciation. They won't truly 
appreciate their parents 
until they're about 35, like 
we did.” ret es 


One of the common 
pitfalls is that parents often 
harbor unrealistic expecta- 
tions of their children with 
lifelong results, said Cava- 
naugh. 


“WE EXPECT our children 
will become what we want 
them to be. That they will 
pick the right dates, school 
or job. It’s good to maximize 
potential but don’t specify.” 


Unsatisfactory relation- 
ships between parents and 
children are often the result 
of problems between the 
parents who are “legally but 
not psychologically mar- 
ried.” 


CAVANAUGH warned 
against lashing out at 
children because of resent- 
ment against your spouse 
because children in turn 
will fight with each other. : 


“Children are the perfect 
scapegoats but such coup- 
les must open up commu- 
nications. 

“SHARE THOUGHTS and 
feelings about your spouse 
with your spouse, not about 
the children or the roofer or 
the job,” he said. 


“Don’t have children to 
fulfill expectations, but 
because they are beautiful 
to have and share marital 
love with.”

Stewardship ‘80 stresses 
parish, diocesan services 


SAN DIEGO —The annual Stewardship 
program in the San Diego diocese began 
this week with a series of area meetings for 
priests and parish stewardship chairper- 
sons and secretaries. 


The stress of this year’s program is on 
parish and diocesan services as indicated 
by the name, Stewardship Diocesan and 
Parishes Services Appeal Campaign for 
1980. The theme of the campaign is 
“Thanks be to God for His inexpressible 
Gift.” (2 Corinthians 9:15) 


EACH PARISH has a quota for the 
diocesan service portion of the campaign, 
Msgr. William Kraft, diocesan director of 
Stewardship, told SC. The parishes keep 
all funds raised in excess of their quota for 
parish services. and programs, he added. 


Diocesan and parish services have been 
expanded and are vibrant because of 
stewardship, Father Kraft said. 


The campaign will provide essential 
funding for such diocesan services which 
are available to parishioners as. family 
and drug abuse ~counseling, religious 
education for the handicapped and 
service to refugees. 


IT WILL ALSO continue to help finance 
college campus ministries, hospital 
ehaplaincies, the education of seminari- 
ans, clergy retirement fund, high school 
scholarships and parish development. 


Use of projected campaign funds will 
include $549,300 for educational 
ministry; $300,000 for social services 
through Catholic Community Services; 
$200,000 for priestly formation and 
assistance; $368,500 for diocesan 
development including parish programs,

foundations provided by public schools in 
this area are big obstacles,” said Sister 
Jeanne Marie Waggoner, principal of St. 
Jude Academy School. 


The 300-student kindergarten-through- 
eighth-grade school is 68 percent 
Hispanic and 30 percent black with 25 
percent. of the children coming from 
single-parent homes, she pointed out. 


THE AVERAGE income per family per 
year is $8,000 and tuition must be raised 
through fundraising activities and PTG 
subsidies. Part of the tuition agreement 
with parents, provides for mandatory 
volunteer help, 


Students are evaluated on individual- 
ized programs and learn through a 
continuous process based on meeting 
objectives not tests. A non-graded 
program has been set up through sixth 
grade in which students progress by 


- levels, explained the principal. 


“Each child gets individual attention 


and $50,000 for the Mexican dioceses of 
Tijuana and Mexicali as part of the 
universal church aspect of stewardship. 

THESE FIGURES do not represent the 
total yearly budget for each category. They 
are only estimates of where stewardship 
funds will be utilized. 


At St. Mary Magdalene: parish, San 
Diego, last Monday, the first of three area 
stewardship meetings this past week, 
Father Kraft said, “Stewardship has 
become a way of life in the San Diego 
‘diocese. As Stewardship has grown each 
year so have diocesan programs.” 


He also explained the specifics of this 
year’s program, which will not utilize 
major credit cards, as it did last year, for 
making pledge payments. Only checks, 
money orders and cash will be accepted. 

ALSO ENVELOPES, which are to be 
given to parishioners on commitment 
Sunday, Feb. 24, will be used to make 
pledges and an initial or total payment. 


The campaign will be somewhat shorter 
this year, concluding on Laetare Sunday, 
March 16, instead of Easter Sunday. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher also addressed the 
priests and laypersons at the Stewardship 
meeting. 

HE ENUMERATED the increases in 
diocesan social services, educational 
ministries including youth, priestly needs 
of retirement and medical and dental 
care, and pension and medical plans for 
diocesan employees since the Steward- 
ship program began in 1972. 


“We are currently meeting the needs of 
priests and laity because of Stewardship,” 
the bishop said.

“Our children are learning within a 
religious atmosphere where we show that 
we do care as a faculty working together 
with parents. They are getting better 
discipline and education because of that.”

Father Reedy seems to have found 
several useful words and phrases in-his 
“Reflections on Vatican’s action on Kung,” 
but | would have applied them quite 
differently. (SC, Jan. 24) 

For those who believe that the Catholic 
faith is a gift from God, as revealed by 
Jesus and communicated to all men 


through the church that Christ founded, 
the one and only Catholic Church; the 
fundamental issue is the church’s right to 
identify itself and what it believes. 


History in general and the Protestant 
Reformation in particular reveal that the 
power to speak authentically and clearly 
as to its own nature and beliefs is a 
characteristic of the Catholic Church. One 
might even see it “as being a life or death 
issue for the church,” it certainly is such 
an issue “for my faith commitment.” 


But strangely, Father Reedy found 
“such a use of power to be a contradiction 
of the witness to Christ that the church 
should offer.” | cannot conceive what kind 
of “vitality and authenticity of the church” 
would remain if the church were stripped 
of the power to declare what it does and 
what it does not believe. 


The issue comes down to whether Hans 
Kung or the pope is the more authentic 
witness to the values of the. Catholic 
Church. History and the faith | received 
supports the pope, both in principle and 
on the merits of the present issue of 


. Kung’s expressed views. 


The imbalance of Father Reedy’s 
column, illustrated by such intemperate 
phrases’ as: ‘‘heavy-handed use of 
authority,” “for the sake of ecclesiastical 
order,” “these are real concerns,” “the 
signs of resurgent authoritarianism 
coming from Rome,” is rooted in his 
decision not to discuss the nature and the 
merits of the Vatican's action. 


For the Vatican action was taken only 
after nearly a decade of Kung’s challenge 
to the Catholic faith as taught by the First 
Vatican Council.

Catholic concerns in the 1980s 


What will be the concerns of American 
Catholics during the next year or so? 


(| thought of framing that question in 
terms of the decade, but | don’t know 
anyone who can project the recent rush of 
changes that far.) 

Assuming we don't stumble into a 
military disaster, which would send us all 
in search of caves and firewood, my 
guesses would be these: 

1. THOUGH the tightening up of church 
discipline will generate loud complaints 
from people most directly affected, it will 
not elicit a widespread response from 
most Catholics. 


We simply are not in the mood for arush 
to the barricades; fewer people are ready 


. to pledge their loyalty, to particular 


“heroes”; when the ecclesiastical 
pressure is directed against Father 
Charles Curran —as it will be—there will 
be faculty protests, but it is not likely that 
Catholic University will again be closed 
down. 


And your letters came. First by a trickle 
and then by the mailbox. When | asked you 
to let me know whatwe should have done 
about the improper marriage preparation 
in a parish, you took me at my word. And 
not just those in leadership positions 
responded either, although I’m happy to 
put up front that the office in charge of 
marriage preparation. called right away 


and set out to right that wrong to other. 


young couples. | heard from. three 
bishops, fifteen family life directors, and 
dozens of parents, clergy and others 
involved in various phases of pastoral 
work. 


| was struck by two repeating attitudes: 
the deep feelings of anger and frustration 
that surfaced from both laity and clergy 
over the lack of viable structures for 
lodging legitimate complaints of both 
pastor and of parishioner, and the sincere 
desire to work things out lovingly and 
intelligently. 


for the change to take effect. 
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2. Instead of commitment to social 
causes, American Catholics will probably 
be looking to their church for personal 
guidance and reinforcement in dealing 
with the hurts and problems of their own 
lives. 


I'M NOT SAYING this will be a good 
thing, simply that it is happening. People 
have less confidence that the social 
crusades can have much effect; they are 
less sure that any of the positions are 


unequivocally right or wrong; they are | 


experiencing hurt, confusion, a yearning 
for direction and value in their own lives. 


3. An exception to the above: the right- 
to-life effort will continue both in its more 
militant, political dimensions and in a 
more quiet, personal formulation of the 
profound ethical concern for this massive 
destruction of human life. 


4. The issue of ordaining women will 
continue to be pushed by a relatively small 
vocal group. For many others, who still see 
it as asymbol of the church’s failure to give 


SO WHAT DOES this tell us? That we’rea 
family, that’s all, because it’s exactly what 
goes on in the family with emerging young 
adults who want to be heard and also want 
to be full loving members of the family. 


Your superb letters —and | regret | can’t 
thank you personally for writing—ran a 
common thread on how to correct a clergy 
problem in the parish: 1. pray; 2. goto the 
priest in a loving way and talk with him 
about the problem; 3. offer to help; 4. -if 
unsuccessful, go to the next in authority — 
pastor, family life office, or bishop; 5. if 
unsuccessful, go to another parish. 


In other words, | heard from practically 
everyone the same advice, i.e. do what you 
can to change the situation in a loving 
Christian way and if it doesn’t work, move 
on. 


AND APPARENTLY that’s all that laity 
and clergy can now do when faced with a 
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women responsible status, the firm stance 
of ecclesiastical authorities will be 
accepted as a matter of fact—like the 
policy on mandatory celibacy for priests. 


5. BECAUSE of the increasing sensitivity 
to personal problems, there will be a 
growing demand for effective pastoral 
responses to Catholics who are on the 
periphery of church life, the divorced and 
remarried, homosexuals, priests who have 
left the ministry without being able to 
obtain laicization. 


6. During the next year—and 
continuing into the future — | expect to see 
an increasing return to religious 
observance on the part of Catholics who 
have drifted away.

non-responsive parish situation, move 
on. A parishioner wrote, “I’ve asked 
responsible priests how to deal with the 
situation of tyrant priests, and the only 
response has been.a shake of the head 
and an ‘I don’t know.’ 


“In other words, it is left up to the 
individual to do anything he sees fit, with 
no leadership helping solve any problems.

Angry, hurting, fearful, insecure, 


cheated laity and clergy—that’s what 
emerged from my mail. There are many 
more paragraphs | wish | could quote. 
Next week | am running the entire letter 
from a priest because | feel it is far better 
than anything | can write on the subject. 


IN THE MEANTIME, however, | catl upon 
the church, whoever that is... priests’ 
senates, Diocesan Councils of Catholic 
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community are fading into the past. Many 
need only an invitation, an occasion to ~ 
return. 


7. The most important, pressing need is 


for a new formulation of Catholic belief 


and commitment which responds to the 
educational and cultural situation of 
American adults today. 


The simple repetition of formulas and 
explanations from. the past is not 
convincing; neither is a simple appeal to 
church authority. The very idea of what 
constitutes church authority and of how it 
is legitimately exercised is confused 
today. 


ADULT AMERICAN Catholics must be 
persuaded by the honest, effective 
proclamations of the church’s under- 
standing of the Gospel, proclamations 
which are consistent with and confirmed 
by the knowledge and religious sensitivity 
of their own experience. 


Women, Knights of Columbus, the 
unchurched, the hierarchy ... to recognize 
the explosive deposit of feelings 
submerged under the guise of respect for 
one another and permit it to surface so 
that we can deal with it in our church. 


We're very good at telling families they 
should scrutinize hostile feelings and deal 
with them through prayer and love in the 
family but we're very bad at doing it in the 
parish family. Karl Rahner said, “The 
average Christian often has the bitter 
impression that his faith-inspired loyalty 
to the church is abused. And yet, he knows 
that he is powerless before the law.” 


How about considering pastoral-lay 
relations as the next area of concern in our 
church, at the parish level, at our bishops’ 
meetings, and at synods? Until we begin to 


communicate honestly, we aren't going to | 


be very successful at parish renewal, 
family ministry, or anything else. 
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It is, | think, significant that the bishops 
of the United States have felt it necessary 
in our times to observe both a “Year of the 
Child” and a “Year of the Family.” It is 
significant of a shift in thinking in 
American society. In the past it would not 
have seemed necessary to call on the 
people to remember and reinforce the 
values of family and children. 


Such awareness was entrenched in our 
philosophy of life, we seldom needed to be 
reminded of the importance of family 
unity and solidarity, nor the responsibility 
to protect the child — unborn as much as 
the already born. It was so much a part of 
our outlook that we began to believe that it 
was an instinctive human reaction. 


BUT ALL THAT has been changing at 
an alarming rate. The family—and the 
children without which it does not exist — 
appear to be joining the ranks of the 
endangered species. 


And that is very frightening and should 
be more frightening than it is to the 
majority. For disintegration of the family 
means disintegration of society, the nation 
and, eventually world anarchy. Families 
form the nucleus of all societies, they 
always have, and the strength of the family 


Q: I've always wondered about this: if 
God is all loving, how can the Bible speak 
about his anger and wrath? 


A: When we spe?’ about God we have no 
choice but to use human language. We 
also develop literary forms (for example, 
the epic, poetry, historical narrative) for 
expressing our thought. Quite popular in 
the Bible were metaphors, sayings that 
“are not to be understood literally of God”; 
they look more tothe state and the attitude 
of man in relation to God. : 


Scriptural language is trying to tell us 
this: Before a person performs any action 
that is worthy of love, God already loves the 
person: “It was not because you are the 
largest of all nations that the Lord set his 
heart on you and chose you, for you are 
really the smallest of all nations. It was 
See the Lord loved you...” (Deut. 7:7- 
8). 

This “antecedent” love also includes 
sinners, as Paul says: “But God has shown 
us how much he loves us; it was while we 
were still sinners that Christ died for us!” 
(Rom. 5:8) 


Eugene Maly summarizes the Situation 
by saying that “God’s love or mercy is 
never caused by human actions or events.

And 
Christians unanimously see Jesus as 
fulfilling the description. Jeremiah and

The similarities are striking. Both were 
called to be prophets. Both were to suffer 
the agony of desolation. Both were to 


unit determines the strength or weakness 
of the community. 


We can shrug all that off as being in the 
province of sociologists, after all, societies 
rise and decline with monotonous 
regularity in history! But what is much 
more important is the effect that 
weakened family ties have upon 
individuals. 


WE ARE FORMED and shaped by the 
relationships we find in our families, for 
good or bad. Where the sense of family 
identity is strong and esteem for it high, its 
members will probably emerge with firm 
feelings of self-worth and confidence. 
Principles like reverence and loyalty and 
respect are likely to mold their attitude 
towards other people and shape their life- 
stance. 


The reverse, of course, is also true. 
When case histories of criminals or social 
misfits are studied, the most valuable 
source is their family background. It is not 
important whether the family was poor or 
underprivileged, but whether there was 
love and self-respect within it. 


Some of: the wealthiest families in the 
country are poverty-stricken by this 
reckoning. But there is more to the role of 


It is just there, and it is always there. God’s 
anger, on the other hand, is always 
predicated of him-as an effect of sin.” 


He explains that God’s anger is not a 
divine characteristic but a human 
experience: “Because sin is a rejection of 
God's love, the resulting experience is one 
of abandonment, of loneliness, of total 
disaster. It is an experience that can only 
be adequately described as divine anger.” 


Q: Can you explain the following 
anachronism? Today the Church would 
consider a Latin Mass to be an aberration 
and would chastise any priest who would 
say one, although the Latin Mass has been 
an integral part of the Church for 
hundreds of years. At the same time the 
Church condones a so-called charismatic 
service and/or charismatic Mass, which 
in my opinion is a real aberration in the 
Catholic Church. How can these 
inconsistencies be reconciled? Why, how, 
when and where did this charismatic 
movement get started in the Catholic 
Church? 


A: The Latin Mass is more of an 
anachronism, not an aberration. | mean — 
what's the big deal about the Latin 


proclaim a message that would be 
repudiated. And both were to be 
persecuted. But the Father’s presence 
would insure the ultimate vindication of 
both. 


Listen to the first reading. The Lord tells 
Jeremiah that his election as “a prophetto 
the nations” was an appointment “from 
his mother’s womb.” It is a way of assuring 
the young man of the absolute rightness of 
his calling despite the many misgivings he 
would later have. 


THE REMAINDER of the reading is a 
concerted effort on God’s part to assure 
the prophet also of the rightness of his 
message and of God’s intent to deliver him 
in the end. If it is God who made Jeremiah 
“a fortified city, a pillar of iron, a wall of 
brass against the whole land,” then to be 
sure it is God who would make him prevail. 


Many. scholars think that Jeremiah 
wrote this account of his call toward the 
end of his life. He would then have seen his 
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Where the family loves, God is 


the family than that. It is not enough 
merely to believe in the family and live in 
respect and obedience to the things it 
stands for—“even the pagans do that.” 


CHILDREN WILL still be deprived of 
what they need to growto human maturity, 
and that means spiritual maturity, too, 
unless they are taught to trust and believe 
in God and to see in their family 
relationships an echo—or more, an 
incarnation, a humanizing of the 
relationship they share with him. 


Between the person and his or her 
family as with the creature and God there 
should be no question of belonging. 
Belonging is a fact of existence. There 
should be no question of a unity, a bonding 
that neither time nor distance can disrupt. 


Here, also, is the» deep, enduring 
although often unacknowledged affection 
which, deny it as we might, survives 
betrayal and guilt and even forgiveness 


‘and can breach our defenses when least 


expected. 


TOO OFTEN, in the midst of our families 
we do not take the time to reflect on the 


— tremendous gift we share with each other. 


Too often, we take one another for granted 
and resent the restrictions and disciplines 
that wise and sensible parents impose.

Jeremiah reminiscent of Jesus 


earlier experience of vocation in the light 
of a full life as a prophet. How much more 
clearly would he have understood what the 
Lord had had in mind for him! 


Our Gospel reading, too, is a later 
account of an earlier experience. But 
there is no reason to doubt that Jesus 
experienced a rejection by His own people 
early in His ministry. What Luke wants to 
emphasize is that such a rejection was to 
be a dominant factor in His whole 
ministry. Again, Jeremiah and Jesus. 


AN INTERESTING feature of the reading 
is the remarkable change in the attitude of 
the audience. Their first reaction to what 
Jesus had read (last Sunday's reading 
contained that part) and to how He 
interpreted it was to speak “favorably of 
him” and to marvel “at the appealing 
discourse.”’ But then, ‘the whole 
audience... was filled with indignation. 
They rose up and expelled him from the 


town...” 


Too often, we pass through life never 
having grasped that in the family we have 


been sincerely, uniquely loved and © 


needed. Too often, in our zest to deny that 
we are the persons we are, we blind 
ourselves to the realization that members 
of our family, knowing all too well, have 
loved us for who we are. 


It is much the same in the family of 
Christians. How seldom we take the time 
to mediate and come to understand the 
quality of God’s love of us! Knowing us 
through and through, and knowing it from 
beyond time, he loves unfalteringly and 
with all his being. 


_ DESPITE ALL our waverings and 
inconsistencies his love constantly 
reaffirms the bond between us, the union 
that makes us part of him as he is part of 
us —his image within us forever calling us 
to unity with him. 


| suppose that the real meaning of the 
family will only be fully grasped when we 
can stand face-to-face with parents, 
brother or sister and say, “! know you.

A: Perhaps it is true in the archbishop’s 
baliwick but, despite all the horror stories 
narrated with great relish by opponents of 
Communion in the hand, | have yet to see 
any significant signs of carelessness. 


About the only wild phenomenon | have 
observed is the exalted fervor of some 
communicants who are not content with a 
simple Amen which they eschew for 
personal variations on a theme — “Praise 
you, Jesus!”, “Thank you, Lord!” and —for 
the less inspired—“Yes!” The General 
Instruction sticks with Amen. 


In the same source the archbishop also 
states that, when communion is received 
in the hand, “if it is necessary to move, 
move one or two steps aside, with 
reverence, and then stop.”

“| WANT IT clearly understood that | am 
not advocating polygamy,” said Father 
Joseph Hebert, a Missionary of Africa and 
a native of Crowley, La., 
who is on leave from 
the diocese of Oyo in 
Nigeria. 

“But | do think there 
are several aspects of it 
(polygamy), especially 
the practice of sharing 
among children, which 
could help a society 
such as ours wherein 
‘the nuclear family 
appears to predominate,” he added. 


He said the outlook on marriage in 
Nigeria and other African countries is 
different from what it is in Western 
nations. “Marriage is not a romantic affair, 
but acontract that requires acceptance by 
both families of the marriage partners.” 


The procreative aspect of marriage is 
very important. “That’s why,” he said, “it

. would be hard to convince people of the 
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Yoruba tribe among whom | work that 
pregnancy before marriage could be 
considered a sin. 


“PREGNANCY IN a prospective bride is 
an assurance to the man who intends to 
marry her that she is fertile... She, inturn, 
must receive some assurance from the 
prospective bridegroom that he intends to 
commit himself to her and her children.” 


Father Hebert said it is not easy to sell 
the idea of monogamy in such a culture, 
because the advantages of their own 
system “seem so obvious to them.” 


The advantages, he said;.are that a man 
is able to have more children, considered 
a sign of God's blessing, if he has more 
than one wife. 


A YORUBA WOMAN who conceives 
does not usually have intercourse for two 
years because she prefers to nurse her 
child, he related. Also, the more children, 
the more help with the farming and the 
more food for everyone, he added. 

“| don't want to give the impression that 
a polygamous society is preferable to a 
monogamous one,” he said. A_ rising 
divorce rate among the Yoruba is one 
reason the Catholic clergymen are 
promoting Christian family life, he said. 
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Pope calls Christian unity 
integral part of salvation 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Christian unity is 
“an integral part of God’s plan of salvation 
for all mankind,” Pope John Paul II said 
Jan. 23 at his weekly general audience. 


It was the second time in four days the 
pope emphasized the church’s desire for 
unity with other Christian churches. The 
first time was during his Angelus talk of 
Jan. 20. Both came during the Week of 
Prayer for Christian Unity (Jan. 18-25). 


“AS EACH YEAR passes, the call to unity 
becomes more urgent,” he told some 
8,000 people in the Paul VI Audience Hall. 


“And this specific week of prayer 
becomes like an annual occasion to 
examine our conscience before the Lord, 
to ask forgiveness for the sad divisions 


which. still divide us and to recommit 
ourselves. to the duty of becoming 
completely one in Christ,” he added. 


The divisions among Christians are 


_“contrary to basic requirements for the 


kingdom (of God)" and are “opposed to 
the very nature of the church,” Pope John 
Paul said. 


THE POPE NOTED that the theme of the 
1980 Christian unity week is: “Thy 
Kingdom Come.” 


“As we pray the Lord’s Prayer each day, 
may the words ‘thy kingdom come’ be an 
encouragement and a stimulus to pray for 
unity, to desire unity and to work for unity 
among all who believe in Christ Jesus our 
Lord,” he said. 


‘We need you in the church,’ 
bishop tells divorced Catholics 


MADISON, Wis. (NC) —“We need you in 
the church,” Bishop Cletus F. O’Donnell of 
Madison told divorced’ and separated 
Catholics. 


“You should not feel cut off from the 
church or ostracized from your parish,” 
Bishop O'Donnell said. In a talk to about 
150 people at St. Bernard Church, he said 
divorced and separated Catholics must 
not be left out. 


“YOU MUST NOT be refused ‘he roles of 
lector or extraordinary minister because 
your marriage ended: in separation or 
divorce,” he said. “(A priest) would be 
wrong not to include you. You st:ould take 
your rightful place in the churc 1.” 


He said there is a great pasto:al need to 


minister to divorced and separated 
people, and pointed to statistics that 
150,000 divorces out of a million involve 
marriages in the Catholic Church. 

“It's astounding,” he said. “There’s 
hardly any family among us that hasn't 
been touched by divorce. It is one of the 
foremost problems in the church today.” 

BISHOP O'DONNELL said that after 
years of “putting aside” divorced or 
separated people, the church is changing. 
Relief has come through church 
matrimonial courts, he said, where 
American norms help expedite applica- 
tions for annulments. 

He also praised the lifting of 
excommunication for divorced and 
remarried Catholics.

Aides man classes, labs, library 


After four years, a program in which parents and other 
volunteers help out in the classroom is running as 
smoothly as A-B-C. 


Aides working for the benefit of 328 children at Our 
Lady of Sacred Heart School in East San Diego can be 
found helping in every area of education. 


More than 30 volunteers, which include parents, 
grandparents, high school students and just interested 
persons, are placed in classrooms as reading and math 
aides and assistants for Spanish-speaking children. 


OTHERS MAN the library and science labs or assist in 
playground supervision. 


In addition, there are about 40 other volunteers who 
work on special projects throughout the school year or 
provide transportation or speak on their areas of 
expertise in classrooms. 


There have always been volunteers at the school, 
according to Daniel O’Neal, principal of the school which 
teaches kindergarten through ninth grade. 


HOWEVER, under his supervision, an_ informal 
volunteer program has expanded into a far-reaching 
organized network headed by yet another parent 
volunteer, Agnes Conradt. 


Conradt, who began as a classroom aide, took over and 
started organizing the OLSH Volunteer Program four 
years ago. Conradt has been responsible for setting down 
guidelines and job descriptions for volunteer aides, 
providing training and orientation prior to placement, 
arranging schedules and handling problems that arise. 


CONRADT IS in a unique position as coordinator of the 
Volunteer Program because “I’ve lived through much of 
the frustrations and problems of being a volunteer.” 


Also, being. a volunteer she is not hemmed in by 
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bureaucratic processes such as evaluation, recruitment 
or financement of the program. A bilingual co-ordinator, 
Maria Crowley, also works with her in coordinating 
activities of volunteers. 

THE INTERESTS and special skills of a volunteer is a 
primary consideration as is availability. 

“Some volunteers have been with us since the onset of 
the program. Others are only involved on short-term 
commitments,” said Conract. 

Currently, five bilingual aides are assisting teachers 
with Spanish-speaking children. 

“THEY (bilingual aides) are able to understand the 
children better and open communications with them and 
discuss problems,” said Conradt. 


In addition, arecent involvement with Hispanicseniors ~ 


of the Centro Hispano who meet weekly at the school 
has brought a new dimension to the program. 


The seniors participate in the planning of cultural 
events with the children. Most recently, a posada was 
held at the school under the supervision of the seniors. 


ON FEB. 5, the seniors will be presenting Spanish 
folklore with OLSH students acting as interpreters for 
non-Spanish-speaking children. Thirty-four percent of 
the OLSH students are Hispanic, she added. 


“It really helps the children with their English. At the 
same time, they’re very excited to be the ones who 
understand the language and tell it to other children,” 
said Conradt. 


“Our volunteers are a vital part of our school and we 
recognize that,” said O'Neal. 


“We offer opportunity to grow and progress in what they 
are doing,” said Conradt. “Many have gone on to other 
schools and jobs from this program.”

1980 in Oberammergau 
As we start a new decade, once more the Oberammergau 
Passion Plays will take place as they have every ten years since 


1634. 


This four hundred fifty year old tradition comes out of the 
Thirty Year War when the devastating Black Plague broke out 
throughout Europe. No corner was spared and untold misery, 
hunger and death struck one in every three persons. When in 
1632, 84 of the 500 inhabitants of Oberammergau had died, 
the villagers conferred and took an oath that if they were 
spared from any more deaths they would henceforth Rerrorn 
the life of Christ every ten years. 


The chronicles show that from then on, no other death 
occurred due to the plague, and the enactment of our Lord’s. 
Passion has taken place ever since, save for the Napoleonic 
War and World War interruptions. 


It was not until 1810 that music and vocal items were 
introduced and the text of the play was revised in 1860; both 
are still in use today. 


The performance as we see it today takes place ina modern 
theater, under cover, but the stage itself is open with the 
majestic Alps as background. Of great importance is the 
historical accuracy of the play as well as the more than 1,000 
costumes, most of which are made from real and rare oriental 
materials. The Cross itself weighs over 80 Ibs. Tradition 
dictates that all artificial accessories such as grease paint and 
wigs be banned. Both men and women let their hair grow for 
months before the play commences. Only persons born in 
Oberammergau may take part in the play, and the parts of 
Mary and other women must be played by unmarried women.

goister Briege 


“Jesus, help me!” was the simple, 
straight-forward and unencumbered 
prayer that sounded from the depths 
of the soul of a young sister of St. Clare 


- in 1970 in Orlando, Fl., during a 


retreat. The help from Jesus was as 
immediate and complete as the plaint 
was brief and simple. 


It was the prayer of Sister Briege 
McKenna, emanating from the abyss 
of her being in the face of a painfully 
debilitating arthritic condition of the 
feet, which, by this time, had plagued 
and incapacitated her for more than 
half a decade. 


HER STORY is told in a chapter of a 
recent book entitled, “Hearing His 
Word” (Ave Maria Press) by John 
Patrick Grace. 


Sister Briege, fresh from a two 
months grueling tour of six Latin 
American countries, will be in San 
Diego during the month of February. 
She will preach and minister in 
parishes throughout the diocese, as 


~ well as conduct Holy Spirit seminars 


and address groups of religious, 
clergy and the laity. ‘ 


Sister Briege, a member of the 
Order of St. Clare and based in 
Tampa, Fl., received her call into the 
healing ministry shortly after her own 
instantaneous healing and is now 
acknowledged and sought after for 
her own special gifts throughout the 
world. 

SHE HAS APPEARED on nationwide 
television in this country and has 
been interviewed on many radio 
programs. She has ministered to 


‘groups of bishops in Rome and has 


spoken on Vatican Radio. 


This smiling, affable and modest 
little Irish nun has a message of faith 
for all. But she recognizes, through 
her particular appreciation of the 
priesthood of Jesus Christ, her special 
ministry to priests. She reminds them 
that they are individually chosen and 
all called to be partners with Jesus 
and his companions in ministry and 
service. — 


She appeals to bishops and priests 
to support, encourage, affirm and 
intercede for each other that the 
special and unique fraternity of 
Christ’s priests may bear witness to 
his love and to his appeal to unity 
among all his followers. 


SHE PLEADS to the laity that they 
support the priests, admonishing 
them to “thank God for his priests” to 
pray for and encourage them in their 
work for the Gospel. 


Her approach, like her beautiful 
faith, ig simple and direct. Without 
polemics or drama she reminds 
priests of the special gifts bestowed 
onthem by the Holy Spirit by reason of 
their vocation and ordination. 


She likes to stress the profound 


' significance of the Holy Eucharist 


which she insists is the greatest 
“prayer and healing service” given to 
man by our Blessed Redeemer. 
SHE REMINDS priests that by the 
anointing of their hands at ordination,

She has healing ministry, 
message of faith for all 


they possess God's healing power, 
particularly in the administration of 
the sacraments of reconciliation and 
the anointing of the sick, and because 
they are chosen to go forth and teach 
in his name and with his power they, 
more than any other category of men, 
are the extension of Jesus’ own 
merciful love and healing mis$ion to 
the world. 


Sister Briege’s loving. and gentle 
manner coupled with her transparent 
faith in God disavows the popular 
labels and theatrics with which, so 
often, healing services are nowadays 
identified. She insists that the only 
true “healer,” Jesus Christ, be 
acknowledged as such. . 


SHE TELLS, for example, about a 
caller to the Tampa convent who 
requested to be put through to the ~ 
healing department. Sister Briege | 
asked: “Whom do you wish to speak 
to?” “The head of the healing 
department” came the response. 
“Yes,” replied sister, “He is always: 
present.” 


Sister Briege receives innumerable 
telephone calls requesting prayer for 
healing from all over the world. She 
explains how this “telephone 
ministry” got started. 


While at prayer in the chapel one 
evening shortly after her call (and the 
call to the healing ministry was as 
certain and as sudden as her physical 
healing!) the Lord showed her a 
telephone receiver. She reflected on 
the limitations set on her ministry by 
time and distance, but she said witha 
smile of confidence and simple trust, 
“God is not limited by these 
dimensions.” 


SISTER BRIEGE leans heavily on 
Sacred Scripture in her homilies and 
prayer services. Her familiarity with 
and great love of the Word of God 
shines with the joy and the brightness 
of her Irish eyes. She speaks vividly 
and convincingly of Jesus’ ministry to 
the sick in mind and body and his 
tender compassion toward the 
downtrodden and neglected of his 
time. 


The simple expression of faith 
which elicited from the Savior the 
cherished gift of sight, hearing and 
spiritual and physical wholeness is 
ours also today if we have faith that 
Jesus lives and he is Lord. 


SISTER CHALLENGES our faith 
today, that we approach the Holy 
Eucharist with “Expectant Faith’ 
convinced that it is the same Jesus, 
the same Divine Physician we 
encounter in our weekly (and daily) 
celebration of the Mass.
